BOARDWALK GOSSIP 


Atlantic City, May 4.—Last weekend was one 
of the busiest here this season.

Must Form Basis for Song if It 
Is To Meet With the Re- 
quirements of the 
Vaudeartist 


-- 


Every really important advance made in the 
art of song writing is directly attributable to 
performers. As the great body of interpreters 
standing between the publishers or writers and 
the general public they have been in a position 
to dictate, and woe betide the publisher or 
writer who has ignored their desires. 


It was performers who did away with the in- 
terminable verses identified with songs of two 
decades ago. Because performers found it more 
effective to repeat a chorus several times, with- 
out entering upon the second verse, second 
verses of songs have become meaningless gibber- 
ish, which may as well be omitted. Performers 
were the ones who found the old school ballads 
too slow and forced writers to prepare songs of 
sentiment with a syncopated background. 


Today the great index of song writing is brev- 
ity of expression. Songs with long choruses 
sometimes succeed, but careful analysis will re- 
veal that a short, snappy meter permeates the 
long choruses so that the principle of brevity is 
faithfully maintained despite the seeming 
length of the songs. 

A song to please performers must be built 
around 2 substantial idea that requires no mi- 
croscope for unearthing. The writer who can 
approach the big idea with the fewest lines most 
forcibly expressed is the one who stands the 
best chance of ultimate success. 

The phrase, ‘‘ultimate success,” is advisedly 
used, because publishers are not as up-to-date 
in what’s required in the way of songs as are 
performers—and many of the biggest publishers 
accept material (particularly lyrics) that is 
long-drawn-out, perhaps because they want full 
measure for their money. When a very brief 
lyric is handed to the average publisher he fears 
the lyricist bas prepared his work too hastily. 
Because of this mistaken idea the process of 
purebasing lyrics with the intention of later 
setting them to music hardly ever works out 
satisfactorily. _ It may be all right for songs 
embraced in the concert field, but vaudeville’s 
requirements are not met by beautiful poems set 
to even-measured music. 

It has been proved so often that good, smooth- 
running Iyrics of high poetic value make very 
bad songs that composers of standing in the 
popular music world actually fight shy of lyrics 
which elaborately express a beautiful idea in 
choice language. It may be almost taken as 
an axiom that good iyrics make bad songs—and 
the vice versa is also true. 

Read the lytic of almost any hit song and the 
truth of this will be readily seen. Meter shifts 
at will, and no iron-clad rule of versification is 
apparent. Yet, taken it. conjunction with the 
melody, these shifts of meter appear most mas- 
terful. 

Performers want ideas that are readily 
graspec, because those are the only kind which 
audiences will accept. This is one reason for 
the frequent success of songs buiit around his- 
toric themes known to audiences, or around old 
sayings, slightly changed to conform to some 
new idea. 

The main trouble with the tendency ‘o con- 
tract lies in the fact that most Iyricisie find it 
impossible to express thoughts fully in brief- 
metered space. This is one reason why some 
of the most successful songs sound so fpuerile 
at first. It has never been definitely established 
whether education teaches a writer what to 
avoid, or if lack of education intyitively en- 
dows him with the simple expressions that so 
readily catch on when put to popular song. 
There have been instances of writers who began 
to lose their hold on the public as soon as they 
tried to incorporate broadened vocabularies in 
songs. 

In wartime surface expression is far more 
important than fundamental idea. That's why 
many forceful songs, breathing splendid mes- 
sages of patriotism, fail—while crude concep- 
tions, cleverly conveying an idea for which the 
writers deserve little credit of ‘‘discovery,’’ suc- 
ceed, 

It is almost pitiable to note the way the va- 
rious publishers vainly endeavor to express the

Likewise 
the soldier's sweetheart theme is played to a 
frazzle, devotion to country and to sweetheart 
frequently being bailed as of synonymous sig- 
nificance. But when all is said and done only 
those songs with sufficient Intensity of comedy 
to make suitable material for performers ever 
achieve any great degree of success, 

With so many writers vielng for performers’

regard on a common theme—the war—it is only 
natural that most of the efforts are buried in 
the esbuffe. If the performer leans toward 
briefer songs in normal times, when each song 
is based on an individual, original theme, how 
much more inclined would he or she be to do so 
at present, when nearly all songs are built 
around a eingle theme! 

If you're betting on popular songs put your 
money on the fellow who can dig up a big idea 
and express it with the fewest words—and 
place your confidence in the publisher who non-

BANNER TO BE 


ADOPTED AS NATIONAL ANTHEM 


Resolution Introduced 


in Congress by Repre- 


sentative McFadden of Pennsylvania — 
Provides for Song To Be Given 
Official Recognition 


Washington, May 4.—After nearly a century 
and a half of delay the United States seems 
about to acquire a national anthem. 


The Star-Spangled Banner would be adopted 
as the officially recognized hymn of the republic 
under a resolution by Representative McFadden 
of Pennsylvania, now pending in the House. 
Little, if any, opposition is expected. 


Army and navy regulations long have desig- 
nated The Star-Spangled Banner as the official 
anthem and provide that officers and men shall 
stand at attention while it is being played or 
sung, but the country at large has been left to 
its own tastes in the matter of selecting an ap- 
propriate hymn for patriotic occasions. Thus 
The Star-Spangled Banner has been widely ac- 
cepted by the American public as the represen- 
tative hymn of the union, and patriotic societies 
for many years have been agitating for its of- 
ficial adoption. 

Every land has a national anthem identified 
inseparably with its life. The sonorous strains 
of The Marseillaise breathe the indomitable 
spirit, the achievements and the aspirations of 
France, While going down in vessels, England’s 
sons have sung God Save the King or Rule 
Brittania, and even the iron hand of Germany 
in Belgium has been unable to silence entirely 
the melody of Brabanconne. Italians sing Gari- 
baldi’s hymn, while the Irish and Scotch have 
a veritable treasure trove of stirring war songs. 

Attempts to find a suitabie national air for 
the United States have not been few. Ilundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of melodies have .been writ- 
ten in an effort to meet the demand, Yet the 
inspired lines written by Francis Scott Key, as, 
while a prisoner on board a British frigate, he 
watched the unsuccessful bombardment of Fort 
McHenry, near Baltimore, in 1814, are widely 
regarded as nearer than any other to meeting the 
appeal, 

America has a powerful hold on the people of 
this country, but it is considered by many un- 
suitable for official recognition because its mel- 
ody is identical with ¢hat of England’s God 
Save the King. Yankee Doodle, altho sung thru 
all the nation’s wars, is thougt too light, and 
in the South, at least, is unfortunately believed 
to carry a note of sectionalism. 

The majestic Battle Hymn of the Republic, 
musicians claim, falls short of the standard, 
while The Red, White and Blue, Rally *Round 
the Flag and others also are said to be unsuit- 
able. Dixie, altho carrying a powerful emotional 
appeal, is acknowledged to be peculiarly the 
song of the South. 

The music of The Star-Spangled Banner has 
been adversely criticized because its wide range 
makes its singing difficult for the average crowd, 
yet its appeal has increased thru a century to 
the point where it would be difficnit to displace 
it in the affections of the American people. The 
words, written under the stress of strong pa- 
triotie emotion, express sentiments that are the 
bulwark of the nation’s pride, 

Key, just before he wrote The Star-Spangled 
Banner, had been appointed an emissary from 
the town of Marlborough in Maryland to the 
British commander to procure the release of 
a captured Marlborough physician. His mission 
was successful, but Key was detained a few 
days until the enemy could launch the attack 
on Baltimore. From the deck of the British 
vessel he watched shot and shell rain on the 
ramparts of Fort McHenry thru the day and 
night, and in the poem he expresses his elation 
when he saw the flag still waving at dawn. 

An effective musical vehicle for the poem was 
found in the jovial old British song, Anacreon in 
Heaven, the authorship of which is in contro- 
versy. Dr. Samuel Arnold popularly is believed 
to have composed Anacreon, and the resolu- 
tion now before Congress provides that the 
music as written by him shall be used. Ana- 
ereon, to whom the song was inscribed, has been 
characterized as one of Greece’s most brilliant

141 Stars in Chicago Federation’s Serv- 
ice Flag 


Chicago, May 4.—With 141 stars already em. 
braced on its service flag, proudly unfurled at 
the headquarters of the Chicago Federation of 
Musicians and provision made for more to be 
added as reports of enlistments are officially con- 
firmed, President Joseph F. Winkler and the 
directorate of the union take especial pride in the 
patriotic showing of musicians as a class. Par- 
ticular satisfaction is manifested because of the 
many foreign born—and German born—among 
those who have joined the cause of civilization 
against Prussianism. It is to be noted that a 
William F. Kaiser is embraced in the list, tho 
assurance is given that he has nothing in com- 
mon with the Hohenzollern branch of his family. 


RETIREMENT OF HIGGINSON 


Boston, May 4.—Major Henry L. Higginson, 
who founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra in 
1881, and who has since sustained it in its years 
of financial stress, retired April 27 from the or- 
ganization, which will be continued under the 
direction of a local syndicate. The plans of the 
orchestra had been regarded by the public as 
somewhat indefinite since the recent arrest and 
internment as a dangerous enemy alien of Dr. 
Karl Muck, conductor. 

Members of the syndicate said that while 
Major Higginson felt he could no longet bear the 
burden of the undertaking, he was reluctant to 
see it come to an end, and had therefore turned 
over control to nine trustees, who April 27 filed 
papers for incorporation as the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra Company, Inc. The trustees are Fred- 
erick P. Cabot, Ernest B. Dane, M. A. De Wolfe 
Howe, John E. Lodge, Frederick E. Lowell, 
Arthur Lyman, Henry B. Sawyer, Galen P.

A splendid impulse is to be given to the en- 
couragement and appreciation of chamber mu- 
sic in Cincinnati next winter, when the plans 
just formulated by Ysaye, the recently ap- 
pointed conductor of the Cincinnati Symphony 
Orchestra, are carried out. It is the plan of 
Yeaye to form an organization composed en- 
tirely of strings, about ten in number, who 
in a series of six concerts will present Inter- 
esting and seldom-heard compositions written 
for groups of strings—quartets, quintets, up to 
the composition written for ten-stringed {n- 
struments.

Rudolph Ganz has re- 
versed the process, and at the same time pro- 
duced an absolutely unique bit of musical clev- 
erness by writing La Dent with one unvarying 
but oftrepeated note as an accompaniment with 
which a vocal melody of the recitative type 
harmonizes In various ways. 

The single note may equally represent the 
throbbing of an aching tooth or the beating 
of a lovesick heart, both of which are de- 
scribed in the whimsical words of the song. 
La Dent is mot a highly significant musical 
creation, but it is one of the most effective 
tricks of composition heard here in a long time. 

There were other interesting songs on the 
program of Mme. Namara at Aeolian Hall, 
April 26, altho most of them were designed 
primarily to exhibit the imdividual merits of 
her voice, a voice which has improved enor- 
mously during the past year. Mr. Ganz was rep- 
resented by three more serious works, one The 
Grave in France, of timely appeal, and Natalie 
Townsend contributed three melodious tho com- 
monplace ditties.

FOR SOLDIER BOYS AT CAMPS 


Liberty Theater at Camp Funston Opens This Week 
and Several Others Will Be in Operation 


Shortly — 


Chautauqua Tents Will 


Be Pitched at Kelley Field 


Washington, May 4.—Constrnction of Liberty 
Theaters is now under way at the aviation camp 
at Kelley Field, San Antonio, ‘Tex.; Camp 
Wadsworth, Spartanburg, S. C.; Camp Fremont, 
Palo Alto, Cal., and Camp Funston, Kan., it was 
announced today by the War Department Com- 
mission on Training Camp Activities, 

The theater at Camp Funston will open next 
week, and the others are expected to be in 
operation at an early date. At the aviation camp 
at Kelley Field the playhouse is being erected 
by the soldiers themselves. A feature of the 
theater will be a gymnasium, which will occupy 
the first floor.

Changes in the building specifications have 
held up the work on the Liberty Theater at 
Camp Kearney, Cal., but it is expected to 
begin next week. At the same time 
the construction of the Liberty Theaters at 
Camp Humphries, Belvoir, Va., and Camp Stuart, 
Newport News, Va., is scheduled to start. When 
these theaters are finished it will increase to 35 
the number being operated by the Training Camp 
Commission in the various cantonments.

A large and interested audience in attendance 
at the third Ibsen play, A Doll's House, proves 
that Manager Arthur Hopkins has stimulated 
an appreciation for the artistic in dramatic pro- 
ductions, 

A Doll's House does not seem as irregular 
today as it did some years ago, probably due 
to the fact that feminine revolt, at least po- 
litically speaking, has ceased to be a novelty. 
Its message, however, is as significant today as 
it was years ago. 

Nazimova, as Nora Helmer, cast a sympathetic 
light wen many phases of a character ordinarily 

d dasac on forgerer. The enormity 
of her crime of forging another name to an im- 
portant paper was not fully revealed to the 
flippant, childlike -wife, unfamiliar with the 
serious things, until she could see its impending 
results about to bring disaster upon her honest 
husband and her children. With this black cloud 
threatening a ring of the doorbell, the call of 
the postman, the announcement of a visitor all 
occasioned her gravest apprehension, the con- 
cealment of which in a home environment of 
color, life and frivolity gave Nazimova ample 
opportunity to display these conflicting moods in 
& manner as fascinating as it was interesting 
and convincing. 

Lionel Atwill, as Helmer, was very good in 
the first acts, but did not sustain the same high 
degree of excellence in the last act. Roland 
Young, as Krogstad, who frequently darkened 
poor Nora's door in all its significance, proved 
his versatility. Geo. Probert and Katharine 
Emmet did creditable work.—M. F. L.

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‘HE LEGITIMATE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


This is the lean time of year when the re- 
viewers employed on the monthly periodicals in- 
dulge in a bit of retrospection, with a view 
towards filling the allotted epace in at least one 
issue with a careful resume, analysis and ap- 
praisal of the net result of the season's the- 
atrical activity. To their great surprise many 
of them will be forced to a reluctant conclu- 
sion that the net result, im so far as worthwhile 
contributions to dramatic history are concerned, 
can only be summarized, im the language of a 
well-known character of the Sunday supple- 
ments, by a scanty “Nix!"’ Despite the fact 
that with the exception of Maude Adams and 
Otis Skinner, practically every active Americad 
star of the first rank enjoyed a New York sea- 
son, that mew records were hung up in the mat 
ter of pumber of new productions, number of 
theaters, number of performances in the aggre- 
gate, despite the fact that the season on the 
whole proved enjoyable, almost nothing has been 
done that will live in the memory, or that we 
could feel justified in bragging about while 
indulging im the national pastime of swapping 
boasts with foreigners. Tho some of our leading 
artists, Mrs, Fiske, Gaurette Taylor, Grace 
George, Ethel Barrpmore and Nazimova among 
them, each app 4 in 1 roles, the season 
was without bighlights, 

Bhe classics were neglected shamefully, the 
foremost American dramatists of the day were 
practically unrepresented im the season's nov- 
elties, the leading British dramatists were con- 
spicuous by thelr omission from the bills. While 
there were an unusually large number of pro- 
nounced commercial successes, the number of 
failures was unprecedented and the percentage 
ef failures abnormal. The financial results of 
the year’s endeavors will long live in man- 
agerial minds, along with nightmares end other 
things unpleasant. It was a bad business year. 

Yet, in spite of all, the net results do not jus- 
tify the low appraisal that will doubtless be put 
upon them. The absence of highlights merely 
emphasized the fact that standards are rising, 
_ even tho the process be unaccompanied by grow- 
ing pains, such as are superinduced by revolu- 
tionary strides. Public teste is growing more 
discriminating annually, and gublic taste dic- 

tates the general average of excellence in the 
bills presented, There may be noted a general 
cain in plausibility, in skill in construction, in 

the bandling of detail, and, above all, in the 
manner of preseDtation. Many a worthy effort 
tailed to create a etir because the material ex- 
ploited was regarded as of pifling importance 
_ ata time when the public of necessity occupies 
ite thoughts with things of heroie importance, 

It fs true that the big popular hits of the year 
contained Uttle or go dramatic meat. There 
having been Bo worthy piece de resistance of- 
fered the more palatable relishes and side dishes 
were duly appreciated, 

Judged from the length of their runs and the 
aggregate business done, excluding the Hippo 
drome show, there were a dozen productions of 
the year that may be listed as tremendous pop- 
ular bits, Nine of them hung up records of 
more than two hundred New York performances, 
And ip addition to the dozen in the Grst group 
there were almost as many more that will serve 
to swell the totals of their producers’ schedule 
of assets, 

The two Belasco productions, Polly With a 
Past and Tiger Rose, owing the degree of their 
snecess largely to the ekill exercise! in their 
prodnetion, will probably exceed all others in 
popularity when the test of the goad tour is 
undergone. The big laugh chow,e Gusiness 
Before Pleasure, and that cleancut comedy sue- 
cess, The Tailor Made Man, are also founda- 
tions for fortunes, while in the field of spec- 
tacle Chu Chin Chow stands all alone. Jack-o’ 
Lantern, of course, thanks to its star, seems the 
best bet among the musical shows, Going Up 
and Maytime being next in lime. The more sa- 
lacious brand of comedy was successfully ex- 
ploited in the instances of Lombardi, Ltd., and 
Parlor, Bedroom and Bath, tho other «pecimens 
of this species were discarded with short shift. 
Pyes of Youth, while primarily a “‘stunt’’ play, 
led the straight dramatic entries in degree of 
success, tho The Copperhead will generally be 
conceded first place in merit among the sterner 
stuff of native origin. Seven Days’ Leave 
scored most heavily among the melodramas in- 
spired by the great war, of which there have 
been too few, and none of the regnisite 
excellence in workmanship, Seventeen, a de- 
Nghtful genre play; Happiness, the best ve- 
hicle for the exploitation of the Laurette Taylor 
personality developed for her under the new 
regime; Success, and Yes or No are all due for 
& season or two of prosperity to come. At- 
tempts to revive the vogue of the costume play 
met with ttle success, Moellet’s satire, 
Madame Sand, the-not a popular drawing card, 
at least proving an interesting contribution to 


ont closet drama. The K. & FE. musical shows 
produced at the New Amsterdam will surely 
do well on tour, and the last of the Winter 
Garden shows appears to be above the average. 
The Follies is still te come. 

That in brief is the net result of the season 
from the business angle. The attempt to de 
termine the relative worth of the more am- 
bitious undertaking which, for the most part, 
Met with little public encouragement, had best 
be left to the professional reviewers. It is the 
public and the conditions of the times that are 
to be held responsihle for this state of affairs, 
tho in our private opinion there is rarely any 
great excuse for offering the public what it 
doesn’t want. What it did want this year proved 
fairly healthy and sound. It may be that the 
critics of the future will classify the drama 
of today with the contents of the popular maga- 
zines in attempting to pass judgment on its 
merits, but it will be admitted that it is swift 
in movement and characteristically American in 
composition and treatment. And it is out of 
6uch things that worthy nationa] drama springs. 
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of opera sung by world-famons artists, 
under the direetion of internationally celeb ated

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A STUDY OF ELKHART 


How Communities Are Built—A Story That Ought 
To Inspire Others—A Study That Has Much 
in It for All Who Will Extract It 


A community’s soul is as much a reality as 
an individual’s, as far as it can be discerned 
with the human faculties. Communities are sub- 
ject to all the diseases to which the individual 
citizen is subject. Physical laziness attacks a 
community just in the same way and in the 
same proportion that it dethrones the individual. 
Those finer spiritual qualities which turn men 
into gods and women into angels of mercy, 
which make commerce spiritually uplifting and 
put humanity into religion and incorporate re- 
ligion into the commonest acts of trade. 

A few days ago we wended our way to Elk- 
hart, Ind., where we were scheduleq to talk 
before the Rotary Club on the inspiring theme 
of ‘‘Making Service Pay.’’ For a decade this 
has been our hobby and we have spent much 
time and a few years of real life trying this 
out on the dog as it were and gathering the 
facts from those who have been doing likewise. 

We found in Elkhart a response to that mes- 
sage that could only come from a people who 
have experienced the delights of realization 
which come to one who has reached that nobler 
plane where service reigns and farsighted self- 
ishness, enlightened and spiritualized, is the 
vital force of life. It was a case of split 
seventy-thirty with Eikhart, and Elkhart had 
the seventy to give. 

As a mere boy I remember sitting in the band 
room eagerly owleyeing the pictures jn the 
Cc. G. Conn Band Instrument Catalog and hop- 
ing that the day might come when I might visit 
that great city and work in that factory. That 
was only a childish dream, but it may yet come 
true, who knows? 

Elkhart is a manufacturing city. It breathes 
the air which invigorates and gives one that 
urge which chains real men to their task even 
as Prometheus was éhained to the rock. 

Elkhart started as a railroad town, It is the 
division point where the repair shops are located 
in which the work for four divisions of the New 
York Central Railroaqd is done. More than a 
million dollars a year has been paid out by this 
toad to its employees at this point. 

Elkhart is located on the St. Jo river at the 
junction of two clear, springfed streams, the 
Elkhart and Christiana. There are a half dozen 
beautiful little lakes within eight miles of the 
city. These afford excellent opportunity for 
fishing, boating, bathing and outing in general. 

Elkhart is a city of bands as well as a city 
of band instrument makers. It is only natural 
that this should be so. There are six bandas 
dispensing melody in that city. This includes 
the big Instrument City Band, a combination 
organization made up of the best musicians from 
each of the other bands and orchestras. 

Elkhart is known everywhere that a cornet, 
piccolo, bass drum or a clarinet is known, and 
America owes a debt of gratitude to those 


Hoosierites for introducing the ever increasingly 
popular saxophone in this country. This is a 
story of service rendered to the entire nation 
which is right now pouring pots of the world’s 
gold into the coffers of these wideawake mis- 
sionaries of melody who sowed the seed of har- 
mony which is now ripening into a great harvest 
of glory and rich rewards that demonstrate anew 
that it pays to serve even as a missionary in 
the foreign field at home. But this is a story all 
too good to spoil by a mere hint here. We ex- 
pect to some day tell this in full when we will 
have the space to do it justice. 

We first toured the Buescher Trne-Tone Band 
Instrument factory, and, as we were delighted 
with the improvements made and the signs of 
greater activity, which were so noticeable on 
every hand since we last journeyed thru this busy 
place. Stocked with more Government orders 
than they can fill in a dozen years, that tells 
the story. 

We then journeyed over to the Conn factory 
and there saw many new and novel sights in the 
way of mechanical devices which turn out band 
instruments with a perfection that js hard to 
comprebend. Our good friend, H. Benne Henton, 
the world’s greatest saxophone virtuoso, whose 
Victor records are known in music circles every- 
where that the terrier sits listening to his 
master’s voice. For instance, it was a joy to 
see the way the workmen would clap a curved 
dinged piece of piping into a die and turn on a 
few tons of hydraulic pressure, and instan- 
taneously a perfect fitting piece of a real instru- 
ment was turned out. Instead of pushing steel 
marbles thru all the turns and curves of a 
cornet ort a brass horn, this work is now done 
by automatic pressure, and is done almost in- 
stanteously. Busy! Well here again was a fac- 
tory loaded with orders, for Uncle Sam has just 
bought all the horns, drums and wind, wood, 
reed and brass instruments that these busy fac- 
tories can turn out,

Here is one of the startling things about Elk- 
hart. There are more high-grade band instru- 
ments turned out every twenty-four hours at the 
seven band instrument factories at Elkhart 
than there are In all the rest of the world com- 
bined. That is a record to be proud of. 


We then were shown thrn the Chicago Tele- 
phone Supply Co. factory, and we found there 
the material which future literary men will 
use ip writing stories from real business life 
that will outrival the fiction of fanciful jour- 
neys. Here is a company that has 600,000 
phones now in use. Its biggest asset is the good 
will of its customers. It takes a real business 
man to be big enough to advertise that fact. 
This company boldly proglaims the fact that: 
“The good will of our customers is worth more 
to us than our big plant. It is worth more than 
all of our machinery, our special tools, our 
stock of raw materials and our finished parts. 
It is worth more than all these things that are 
component parts of our capital of half a million 
dollars. This is true because, valuable as they 
are, all these things would be useless if we did 
not enjoy the continued patronage of so many 
loyal and satisfied customers in all parts of the 
world.”’ 

Now read this taken from their catalog and 
see if it doesn’t sound more like the preachment 
of an ethereal minister of the gospel who is tell- 
ing his flock how business would be conducted 
if Christ came to earth or some other impossible 
proposition. It’s not a preachment; it’s a busi- 
ness policy proclaimed to all the world. Read 
also this and see whether you think it is a 
business or an ethical dissertation: 

“‘We want to express our appreciation for the 
good will that has made possible our prosperity 
in the past and on which our present and future 
prosperity depends. To us no ties of friendship 
are quite so strong as those that have come to 
us jn the course of business during the twenty- 
one years that we have devoted to the develop- 
ment, refinement and production of telephone 
apparatus. These ties mean so much to us be- 
cause they are founded on mutual respect, mu- 
tual service and mutual confidence.” 

Not a great while ago we attended a meeting 
of a small town commercial club, and the way 
a@ grocer lambasted the untrustworthiness of the 
farmers was a delight to most of those who 
were present, supposedly to learn how to ex- 
tend their business. We wish that each mem- 
ber of that dying, gasping, dead-but-don't-know- 
it community could comprehend what this great 
corporation is doing and has done to extend its 
business thru the rural districts of this country. 
The following was also taken verbatim from 
their catalog: ‘‘This confidence which our 
patrons have put in us and what we have learned 
to place in our customers is a stimulus to the 
highest endeavor that we can make to further 
our business upon this basis.

It means that 
We must go the limit in Iberality and courtesy, 
and that ours js the responsibility for which we 
must make good if for any reason any telephone 
made by us does not in every way fulfill the 
representations made by us respecting it. 

“All of our customers know by experience that 
our guaranty is as good as a government bond 
They know that we never question a complaint 
made under it, but settle at once to the entire 


satisfaction of the customer. They may not 
know how little it costs us to do this, but they 
know that we do do it.”’ 

Doesn't that read Iike the announcement of a 
firm that had demonstrated that jit haq found 
how to Make Service Pay? Doesn't it read as 
convincing as the stories that you hear of how 
the great Marsball Field Company continues to 
do business when It takes the position that 
the customer is always right, and, if anything 
is to be made good or anything done to make a 
dissatistied customer satisfied, then neither time. 
trouble nor expense is spared to convert «a 
kicker into a booster. 

Last winter when the snows and blizzards 
were playing havoc with the world in genera! 
and the telephone lines in particular, this com- 
pany sent out a plece of advertising matter 
stating that they were ready to make good any 
loss that had befallen their patrons as far as 
their telephones were concerned. Some of the 
more conservative ones said this would be a 
money loser.

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BAN ON EXHIBITION FLYING 
LIKELY WHILE THE WAR LASTS 


Several Prominent Aviators Apply, Without Suc- 
cess, for License To Fly, in Accordance With 
President Wilson’s Proclamation of 


February 


28, 1918 


What has hitherto proven one of the best at- 
tractions of the larger fairs for a few years 
past—the aviator—will undoubtedly be unob- 
tainable this season, not because of any scarcity 
of exhibition flyers, but because of the Govern- 
ment’s attitude in the matter. 

On the 28th of February last President Wilson 
issued a proclamation that ‘A license must be 
obtained from the Army and Navy Board on 
Aeronautics, cognizance by or in behalf of any 
person who contemplates flying in a balloon, aero- 
plane, hydroplane or other machine or device 
over or near any military or naval forces, camp, 
fort, battery, torpedo station, arsenal, munition 
factory, navy yard, naval station, coaling sta- 
tion, telephone or wireless or signal station or 
any building or office connected with national 
defense, or any place or region within the 
jurisdiction or occupation of the United States 
which may be designated by the President as a 
zone of warlike operations or of warlike prepara- 
tion.”’ 

At the time this proclamation was issued 
some apprehension was felt by exhibition flyers 
and by fair secretaries, but it was not believed 
that the present conditions would result, i. e., an 
apparent total ban on exhibition flying for the 
duration of the war. But that is exactly how 
matters stand, for up to this time the Army 
and Navy Board hes refused to grant any li- 
censes. It is known that several of the more 
prominent exhibitor flyers have applied without 


COLORADO STATE FAIR 


Now a State Institution in the Fullest 
Sense 


Pueblo, Col., May 4.—The Colorado State Fair 
is rapidly carrying out a carefully prearranged 
campaign which will reach far beyond the con- 
fines of the Centennial State. 

After many years of legislative effort the Col- 
orado State Fair is a State institution in the 
fullest sense of the word, having Leen made so by 
the last general assembly, and which also mace 

provision for its maintenance and permanency by 
passing an annual tax levy designated as the 
“Colorado State Fair Tax.”’ 

For the first time in its history the Colorado 
Stute Fair is operated under the guidance of a 
State Commission, but the direct management is 
vested in James L. Beaman, who for the past 
several years piloted the ‘‘unofficial State fair’’ 
most successfully, both as president and secre- 
tary.

TRENTON FAIR UNDECIDED 


Trenton, Mich., May 4.—According to Secre- 
tary Walter F. Saunders, of the Trefton Fair 
Association, it is undecided whether a fair will 
be held there this year. Altho the two first 
fairs held there in 1915 and 1916 were record- 
breakers for communities of this class, the Tren- 
ton Fair Association wants their third to be in 
the same class as the previous fairs. Should a 
fair be held it shall come up to the standard of 
the other two. 


BORGLUM’S CHARGES 


If the half of Gutzon Borglum’s charges 
against the Aircraft Board are true the arch 
offenders therein ought to be hung. Shooting is 
too good for them. 

Mr. Borglum was appointed by the President 
to investigate the Aircraft Board. He has done 
so, His report to the President has not been 
made public. 

But he made a statement to The New York 
Times (published April 28) in which he makes 
charges so serious that there can be no question 
about the imperative need of an investigation, 
criminal it may be, certainly one that shall dis- 
close al@uttainable facts. Mr. Borglum says that 
the Chief Signal Officer was the official rubber 
stamp for a group of American junkers, necessary 
to them to release nearly $1,000,000,000, which 
they placed precisely as they in their uninformed 
advisory capacity chose and distributed to their 
own or affiliated interests, all to serve a common 
plan and purpose, and all under a contract sys- 
tem so ingenious that it could in time absorb 
the entire appropriation and not deliver a serv- 
iceable plane—and this, in fact, it has largely 
accomplished. 

If all this be true, it is not a case of common 
profiteering; the outlines are those of a giant 
conspiracy to defraud the Government and the 
people. Mr. Borglum says that it is ‘‘the me- 
chanical phenomenon of history,’” by which we 
suppose he means the Liberty Motor, ‘‘that has 
blocked the way,’’ and that “it has been the 
most lucrative mechanical experiment ever con- 


ceived.” He speaks of the Aircraft Board's 
“unfair, unjustified, and, in the nation’s emerg- 
ency, criminal corralling of contracts among & 
f w; colossal contracts which have been let to 
people who are even at this writing unprepared 
to fill their contracts.’’ He insists that there 
should be a proper judicial inquiry, with power 
to summon persons and papers in order to ‘build 
and rivet a chain of evidence of ignorance, lack 
of plan or purpose beyond the misuse of funds, a 
general and colossal profiteering. and, what is a 
thousand times worse, of criminal neglect and 
indifference toward delivery to our troops of 
hecessary war implements they were charged to 
create, of constantly and wilfully deceiving the 
President and the country as to the true state 
of their work.”’ 

In the’ month of June, 1917, the press of the 
country was appealed to to urge upon Congress 
the necessity for the passage of the bill appropri- 
ating $640,000,000 for aircraft production, The 
newspapers loyally took up the work, Congress 
with equal loyalty responded. The Appropriat-on 
bill was passed. Neither the press nor Congress 
likes to be put in the position of even un- 
consciously and with the best intent furthering 
the predatory designs of profiteering contractors, 
or of aiding in the procurement of such an 
enormous sum of money to be squandered by 
ignorant and incompetent person. The people 
should not submit to it that hundreds of m.ilions 
of their money can be wasted in this fashion 
without their knowing who is responsible for the 
crime. The thing has seemed so incredible that 
conjecture has been rife that there must be some- 
thing worse than mere incompetence or ineffi- 
ciency, that there has been an actual design to 
obstruct the work. We do not know whether Mr. 
Borglum’s investigation discloses anything like 
treason, with intent to aid the enemy, but even 
if there was no intentional obstruction the spend- 
ing of “nearly $1:000,000,000 without the de- 
livery of a serviceable plane.’ the wasting of a 
year of time, when, as everybody knows, in war 
the victory may turn upon the question of time, 
the deliberate deceptions practiced upon the 
officers of the Government, the continual mis- 
leading of the public, these are matters where 
the truth is not a thing to be hidden away in 
reports, but must be made plain in the sight of 
all the people.

CIRCUS WORLD

AN OBSERVING VISITOR to the Barnum & 
Bailey Circus on the lot in Brooklyn becomes «) 
interested in the front of the show that the big 
top performance seems to be temporarily forgot 
ten. No matter in which direction you look thy. 
Ringling masterful touch of efliciency immediat: 
ly becomes apparent, and one is lost in amar 
ment at the many new wrinkles for the comfor: 
and convenience of the immense throngs wh, 
have made such an institution possible. 

The front of the show, from the grand stan 
ticket wagon right up to the front door, on 
both sides, resembles an electric fairyland; th 
beautiful gold carved wagon front of the sid 
show, sprinkled with hundreds of vari-colored 
lights, seemingly has reached the pinnacle of 
enticing allurement. Obtaining an open sesam: 
to the annex, which, by the way, relieves yoy 
of a perfectly good twenty-five-cent piece, you 
enter thru an attractively striped marquee, ani 
immediately become as entranced as was th: 
heroine in Alice in Wonderland. Clyde Ingal!. 
has unquestionably the most expensive, most 
unique and divergent inside frameup that ever 
graced a side-show. Each stage is covered with 
a rich plush carpet, draped with gorgeous span 
gled satins, and in addition each platform has 
a brilliant ‘‘backing’’ with a gaily hued top 
To further enhance the color scheme the ‘“‘hack 
end," instead of the time honored red curtain 
is covered with a cleverly painted piece of 
scenery. A sort of ‘‘border’’ four or five feet in 
width matching same is carried around the t 
of the quarter poles the entire circumference 
of the tent, which, by the way, this year is 
bigger than ever, a seventy with a thirty and 
forty. In addition to the arcs which brilliantly 
illuminate the interior each and every stage has 


ops 


an electric cluster casting radiance upon its 
occupant. 

Emerging from the annex one notices im- 
mediately in front of the old “Big Show— 


Main Entrance’ announcement, which thousands 
of people have never been able to locate, an 
electric sign bearing the word, CIRCUS, which 
can be seen for blocks. 

Another innovation is the elimination of stakes 


being driven in the “‘front’’ to support the 
lights. These were always in the way and 
children climbed up on them until each pole 
resembled the Leaning Tower of Pisa. Th's has 


been obviated by the uprights being attached 
to the sides of both ticket wagons, extending 
at an angle out over the lot. 

The Ringlings bave gone the old stakedriver 
one better. They bave a machine now that drives 
two sets of stakes at one time. 

Several tractors are in evidence, 
boused in a special tent. 

The connection is fitted with troughs, which 
preclude the possibility of any mud puddles 
being formed at this point; im fact, it seems as 
tho the comfort of its patrons had reached its 
bighest stage of excellence. 

On Wednesday evening the big eight-pole 
top was packed with a delighted and enthusiastic 
crowd. “‘Happy’’ Jack Snellen looked the and! 
torium over, probably obsessed with the same 
feeling of admiration that an artist has for 
his masterpiece.

JOHN R. FREULER RESIGNS 
AS PRESIDENT OF MUTUA 


Succeeded by James M. Sheldon, Formerly Treas- 
urer of the Company—S. S, Hutchinson of 


American Film 


Co. Withdraws 


From Board of Directors 


Chicago, May 4.—John R. Freuler resigned 
Wednesday as president of the Mutual Film 
Corporation and as a member of the Board of 
Directors, severing all connections with the big 
eoncern, which he had guided in the highest 
executive capacity since 1915. His resignation 
was immediately accepted, and James M. Shel- 
don, formerly treasurer of the company, was 
elected his successor at a meeting of the firm’s 
Board of Directors, held at the executive offices, 
220 S. State street, Chicago, simultaneously with 
the announcement of Freuler’s resignation. 

S. S, Httctinson, president of the American 
Film Company, resigned from the Mutual Cor- 
poration’s Boar@ of Directors at the same time 
Freuler withdtew. Warren Gorrell, an invest- 
ment broker, and Walter McLelland, of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, were elected to the vacancies 
in the Board of Directors, 

James M. Sheldon, the new Mutual head, was 
attracted to motion pictures a little over four 
years ago when practicing law. He first came 
into the limelight as one of the men prominently 
identified with The Million Dollar Mystery. 
Later he became president of the Empire All- 
Star Company, Which produced ten Charles Froh- 
man plays, two of which were produced under 
the active dictation of Sheldon. About three 
months ago he assumed direction of the Mutual’s 
treasurer’s office, tho not regularly elected to it, 

President Sheldon and his associates are firm 
in the announcement that Frevler’s withdrawal 
has not great significance insofar as the direction 
of the corporation is concerned. “We will go 
ahead in the regular way,’’ was the manner in 
which Sheldon expressed the plans coincident 
with the change, ‘‘and I can assure you there 
will be no revolution in the executive conduct. 
It may be said, however, that we have certain 
plans under way for enlarging our scope of oper- 
ations, tho I am not in a position to reveal 
them at this time.” 

Mr. Freuler, however, following his resigna- 
tion, made this statement: 

“I have resigned from the Mutual Film Cor- 
poration for the reason that I have been op- 
posed in the execntion of the course which I 
have deemed for the best interests of the stock- 
holders and creditors of the Mutual Film Cor- 
poration, including all of its subsidiaries. I 
regret that I have not been given either the 
moral or financial support from those interested 
which was necessary to the conservation of the 
interests mentioned.”’

ROTHACKER’S 8TH ANNIVERSARY 


in Less Than Decade Chicago Concern 
Has Grown to Immense Proportions 


Chicago, May 4.—The old adage, ‘Mighty 
oaks from tiny acorns grow,”’ strikingly applies 
to the remarkable development of the Rothacker 
Film Manufacturing Company, which celebrates 
its eighth anniversary this month. 

In 1910 Watterson R. Rothacker, former Chit- 
cago manager of The Billboard, organized the 
Industrial Moving Yicture Company, the first 
tangible effort to epply films to the great in- 
dustrial world. What were at first side issues, 
namely, developing and printing for producers, 
grew into such a mammoth enterprise that the 
sponsors realized that the name no longer In- 
dicated the complex nature of the firm’s opera- 
tione. 

It was finally decided to call it by the present 
name, under which the firm’s business has stead- 
ily increased, until now the Rothacker concern 
is one of the biggest film manufacturing enter- 
prises in America, 


THE LIBERTY LOAN 
Committee’s Work in Motion Pictures 


The Liberty Loan Committee in charge of the 
distribution of motion pictures during the cam- 
paign for the Third Liberty Loan did wonderful 
work in the Second Reserve District, which in- 
cludes New York and vicinity, under the direc- 
tion of Hal Reid of the Service Bureau. Mr. 
Reid has written the following interesting re- 
port of the work epecially for The Bil!board: 

In the late Liberty Loan the committee, 
Second Federal Reserve District, realizing the 
immerse appeal of motion pictures, created ap- 
proximately 5,000 feet of motion pictures, con- 
sisting of original cartoons, animated from con- 


Any number of patriotic pictures (according to 
the makers) were offered to the committee free 
of charge, and while none were condemned none 
‘Were used as a matter of safety. 

Great numbers of “trailers,” song slides and 
cartoons were proffered, and for the same rea- 
son considered ‘‘not available.’’ 

Thie committee very wisely decided that any 
recommendation of films not assembled by and 
under its direct supervision could easily be used 
for purposes antagonistic to the Liberty Loan 
and its objects. 

The above program met with universal success, 
and in fect many applications were made for 
a continuation of their exhibition thruout the 
district after the loan was over. 


FUNKHOUSER EXPLAINS 


Chicago, May 4.—Major Funkhouser, second 
police deputy with jurisdiction over films, an- 
swers producers’ objections to his action in 
eliminating parts of Hearts of the World, the 
Griffith war film, by stating that he only 
eliminated 30 feet of a 13,000-foot film. He de- 
clares be did not obliterate the strength of the 
scenes, but merely ‘‘cut out’? actual criminal 
deeds in accordance with established rules of 
censorship. He also shows that he is of purely 
American ancestry. He expresses the opinion 
that the producers seek to use hie action as an 
“advertising bait.”” The producers have wired 
President Wilson regarding the matter,

PRESIDENTIAL ROOM 


Added to Crandall’s Knickerbocker 
Theater 


Washington, D. ©., May 4.—An attractive 
and novel feature has been added by Harry M. 
Crandall to his handsome motion picture thea- 
ter, the Knickerbocker. It is a ‘Presidential 
Room"’ located in the center section of the 
Promenade Lounge Just over the entrance foyer 
of the theater. This room {fs luxuriously for. 
nished, the predominating tones of the decora- 
tions being medieval gray and old ivory. Mr. 
Crandall spent weeks browsing among many old 
print shops in the East selecting engravings 
of uniform size of the various Presidents of 
the United States ranging from George Wash- 
ington to Woodrow Wilson. These prints have 
been tastefully set in massive frames of gray 
Flemish oak and fitted into the wall panels of 
the room. Each picture bears a brief biographic- 
al sketch engraved opon silver. This is said 
to be the first complete collection of snch char 
acter and of such size ever installed in a mo- 
tion picture theater im the United States. Cran- 
dall’s Knickerbocker Theater is the handsomest 
and largest temple of the motion picture art in 
the Nation's Capital. 


IT HAS TO COME 


From one end of the country to the other ex. 
hibiters are manifesting aq unusual interest in 
making numerous inquiries about co-operation. 
combining one with the other in the buying of 
films and booking thereof. 

There is not a consensus of opinion as to the 
advisability of entering the producing field; in 
fact, the general trend of thought in this re- 
spect is against that part of co-operation. 
Wisely, too, is this action, as it would be the 
height of folly to enter into a branch of indus- 
try in which so much skill and expertence is 
required, one in which the exhibitor is cer- 
tainly NOT qualified to enter. His choice would 


then be confined to but a few subjects, and,- 


when a mistake IS made, not only would his 
finances suffer, but his patronage desert bim. 
No, indeed, the risk of production of motion 
pictures is teo serious a matter for the exhibitor 
to entertain. 

There are numbers of producers who have 
large plants, expensive and experienced actors 
and actresses, high salarieqd employees, and 
ARE one and all producing in competition with 
one another. They should be encouraged, and 
where there are any objections to their produc- 
tions exhibitors can cause them to correct the 
evil by refusing to book such productions. (In 
this way exhibitors are bound to get what they 
or the public demand. They will thus have « 
large number of films or photoplays to choose 
from and not be limited to a few productions 
which may or may not be either suitable or 
profitable. 

So long as the ‘“‘stock jobbing’’ features are 
eliminated from the ‘‘co-operative’’ there can be 
no possible objection to exhibitors getting to- 
gether and combining fot their own general 
good. 

To confine an exhibitor to the BXCLUSIVE 
showing of any one or one series of films pro- 
duced by his association would be worse than 
folly—it would be suicidal to his business. 

To confine an exhibitor in one part of the 
country to the showing of ONLY such films 
as his co-partners in another section might 
wish him to show would be Nkewlse imprac- 
ticable, for different localities demand different 
photoplays—not always, but sometimes—and 
this SOMETIMES might prove the fatal stroke 
to his financal success. 

By all means exhibitors should combine for 
the doing of many things—the buying and book- 
ing of films which can thus be secured at & 
more rf ble cost b of such combina. 
tion, and the elimination of the worst element 
which has ever crept into the motion picture 
industry—the suave, unprincipled sales agent-- 
whose sole idea has been to GET THER MONEY 
NOW no matter what the future consequences 
may be. Not all are of this unscrupulous type. 
truly, but, alas, too many of them are still abroad 
in the land,

ON ORGANIZATION 
By Ed Chenette 

Let us begin by saying that any organization 
among the road men must be a combination for 
the benefit of musicians and managers, and 
never—no, never—an attempt to combine for the 
sole benefit of either one. As we believe most 
candidly that all managers would far rather 
pay men $20 a week then $10, we must, then, 
find out why they can not do so and by closer 
co-operation with musicians make it possible. 
A manager knows that ten per is not a decent 


wage; we know it. He would be only too 
pleased to pay more; we would certainly be 
glad to get more. Well, if we are agreed thus 


far, why disagree in the final reckoning? Our 
eriginal hypothesis is candid, cordial and cor 
rect. Let's carry it out. There are managers 
who have decried against this thing, and, by 
so doing, are Larming themselves to the great- 
est extent, for our only desire is to work hand 
in hand with them for mutual benefit. Every 
manager knows that not all of the musicians 
are dependable; we know of managers who pay 


us in jokes and I. O. Us, thus bringing the 
ruling class, as it were, into a certain dis- 
repute. For our own benefit we would like to 


have a correct tab on the undesirable musicians. 


And every honest, decent manager would be 
highiy gratified if all other brands of manager 
were tabooed. Managers supply us with work, 


and we work for the supply. 


Who, then, among 
all 


us can see any way but the right way to- 
wards the solution of this problem? Those 
there are who mean right, but lack discretion 


when they say: ‘‘Let’s get together—all of us— 
and we'll make ‘em pay before we work for 
them. If we can get all the good musicians 
to combine together they have got to come 
across.’’ Now that not right; the entire 
formula is based upon the wrong assumption— 
that managers are trying to ‘‘do’’ the musicians, 
Nothing could be more erroneous. And another 


is 


thing: Managers are not satisfied with a cheap 
band. Who ever heard of a show owner who 


would be foolish enough to refuse to hire Sousa’s 
Band if he could get it at ten per? Think it 
ever. They HAVE to take the poor bands and 
make an attempt to be satisfied with them be- 
cause the business they do will not permit of 
them paying higher salaries and getting better 
men. Let this, then, be our fundamental idea 
in progressing towards a road union. Managers 
are honest and would be glad to pay a good 
wage and have a good band: managers are the 
best friends a road musician can have; manage-s 
now pay us the highest wage possible under ex- 
isting circumstances; managers could not get 
along without us, and we could not exist with- 
out them. Being then necessary to each other 
let’s work ont in harmony a plan for our mutual 
benefit. 1 shall write again at another time. 
Meanwhile carry on the good .work and luck 
to you.
